INTRODUCTION. 


Tue only previous list dealing with the birds of South America as a whole is that 
published by Messrs. Sclater and Salvin in 1873—‘Nomenclator Avium Neo- 
tropicalium ’—and although Central America, Mexico to Panama, and the Galapagos 
Islands were included in that list, the number of species was only 3565, while the 
present list recognises 4561 forms in South America alone. 


The names used.in this List appear as binomials, but it must be clearly understood, 
however, that this system. has been used only for convenience and simplicity. 
It does not mean that we accept all the forms included here as being of specific 
value. Trinomials can only be determined by means of monographic revision, 
and these will be used throughout the body of the forthcoming work. The names 
here given are thus of unequal value, and only represeut the forms which have been 


accepted as valid species and subspecies by previous authors. 


The method used in the preparation of this List has been to verify the original 
description or figure of each species, cite the locality, and give an outline of the 
distribution in South America. We have not thought it desirable to give the 
extra-limital range, but we intend to do so in the forthcoming volumes, where all 


the details will be fully worked out. 


We have followed the law of priority, and attempted to copy the original 
spellings. arly authors did not always give a locality with their descriptions ; 
many localities have been added by recent writers, while we have supplied a 


number in the present work. 


The terms used in the distribution of the species are those of political divisions, 
and not zoogeographical areas. We have not used the term ‘“ Amazonia,” as 
many ornithologists do—in the first place because it appears to have no defined 
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limit, thus it may mean, in a wide sense, the country of the River Amazon and 
its tributaries, or, in a limited degree, the districts adjacent to the main river ; 
and secondly, because the accompanying map has no such area mentioned. We 
have, therefore, in the case of a country such as Brazil, used North, North-east, 
North-west, West, Central, East, South-east, South, etc. We realize thoroughly 
the inconsistencies of these terms, but we hope that in the succeeding volumes 
the distribution of the species and subspecies will be fully worked out, and that 
these inconsistencies will then disappear. 


The general outlines of classification followed in the present List are based on 
Sharpe’s ‘ Hand-list of Birds, published by the Trustees of the British Museum. 
Various changes have taken place in the nomenclature since the Hand-list 


was published, more especially among the genera and species, and we have felt 
compelled to adopt them. 


In the Hand-list the 12th edition of Linné’s ‘Systema Nature’ was followed, 
but as zoologists have now unanimously agreed to accept the 10th edition, this 
change has necessitated the alteration of many names, and has involved much 
labour. In the re-examination of names the writings of Hellmayr, Berlepsch, 
Hartert, and the North-American authors have been utilised and have been 
of great value. Much remains. to be done in this respect, and for the many 
shortcomings in the present volume we ask for the forbearance of ornithologists, 
since no one is so conscious of these shortcomings as ourselves. The endeavour 
to correct the most obvious errors in the Hand-list has been the chief cause of the 
delay in the publication of this List, and many doubtful points have unfortunately 
been left untouched. The bringing together of the many corrections made by 


the authors cited has been a much more difficult and lengthy task than would 
appear at first sight. 


We do not regard this List as final by any means, but we venture to hope that 
it will form a basis on which ornithologists can pursue their investigations. 


The scope of the List includes South America and the islands adjacent to the 


coast from Colombia, Venezuela, Tobago, and Trinidad to Cape Horn and the 
Falkland Islands. 


The avifauna of Central America has been worked out by Messrs. Salvin and 
Godman, and published in their great work the ‘Biologia Centrali-Americana,’ 
and later by Professor Robert Ridgway in his admirable monograph on the ‘ Birds 
of North and Middle America’—which also includes the Galapagos Islands. The 


authors of the present work, therefore, have not thought it necessary to include 
these two portions of tle Neotropical Region. 
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We desire to express our appreciation of the valuable assistance we have 
received from Mr. C. E. Hellmayr, of Munich, who has been good enough to 
read the proofs and has made numerous corrections and additions. 


We also have to thank Mr. H. Kirke Swann for much material help, and we 
desire to give him the entire credit for having supplied all the popular names, both 


English and Spanish.
